Coolio Labour. 



The Chinese organ in this city takes 
very docidcd exception to tlio pro- 
position tlmt Coolio labour ought not 
to bo omployod upon the publiu works 
of tho country. Tlmt was to have boon 
oxpocted; but, then, the organ might 
have advocated thai class of labour on 
its own merits (if it has any), instead 
of raising a false side-issue. So far 
from "rellecting upon the contractors" 
for employing this class of labour, \vc 
distinctly stated that no blauie what- 
ever attached to them in the nuittor. 
All the talk about hardship and in- 
justice to contractors is the veriest 
rubbish. If it were made a distinct 
stipulation in all Govornmont con- 
tacts that Coolio labor should not be 
employed, how could there possibly 
be any hardship or injustice to con- 
tractora? As well might any stipula- 
tions as to the particular kinds of ma- 
terial to be employed bo regarded as a 
hardship. In so far as the abstnict 
right and power to exclude this class 
of labour from the public works of the 
country is concerned, there can bo no 
question. We suppose we shall next 
be told that there is no power to ex- 
clude these almond-eyed, long-tailed 
barbarians from offices of State, — that 
they must be eligible for any position 
equa'ily with Britons. The fact is the 
question is one of expedency, pure and 
simple. That the labor is virtually 
slave labor, cannot be successfully de- 
nied. That its employment in this 
country under existing circumstances 
is hurtful, may be taken for grant- 
ed. The question is, "Shall the ad- 
mitted evil, as yet merely in the bud, 
be permitted to continue and grow?" 
We have said it is in the bud. Will 
anybody doubt that with the inaugura- 
tion of the largo projected works, 
coupled with a knowledge that Coolie 
labor shall bo equally eligible with 
free labour the country would not l)c 
speedily inundated witli the former? 
And need we pause to consider the 
consequences to the country? They 
are self-evident. Nor would Cooly 
labor bo eontincd to tho public works 
of the country. It would find its way 
into every avenue, permeate every 
branch of industry, nnd the result 
could not fail to be both demoralizing 
and ruinous. Instead of being a de- 
Birable field for the laborer and homo 
for the immigrant, British Columbia 
would poon become a bye-word, some- 
tiling to be avoided; and thus would 
those great works to which all look 
forward as a public blessing be trans- 
formed into a curse I Prevention is 
better than cure; and we believe tho 
Government ought to set an example 
by taking a firm stand against this 
class of labor being allowed to como 
into direct competition with free civ- 
ilized labour and eventually driving it 
out of the market, as it is almost sure 
to do.

If, BS there would appear to bo too 
much reason to four, the eighth Boctioii 
of tho new Imlinn liquor law inadver- 
tantly opens tho flood-gates bo that /iro- 
w:i*,or may be suppliod (id libitum to tho 
Indian population of ISriti.sh Uoluiiibia 
and, wo proaan^io, .Manitob.-i, t!io cuso in 
truly alarming. Looking at tho liiw as it 
Stand.s it is dillicult to seo how it enn bo 
otherwise, however anxious ono may l)o 
that it Hliould bo otherwise. The Indians 
in tliis Province are not in receipt of "an- 
nuitios," etc. , for no such system has as 
yet bocn ostublishcd. It seems to us ti; 
be an inovitablo Hequuuco that tlie Indians 
of this country are not Indians for the 
purposea of tho .\ct. Tho old A-^t is ro- 
pealocl, and tho admiiualrators cannot, 
thereforo, fall back upon it; neither do 
we apprehend there is in the Dominion 
any power caoable of reviving it. Power 
ia taken in the now law to deal excoption- 
ally witli the Northwest territoriiis by 
Order in Council ; but thoro is not, so fur 
as we have been ablo to di.scovor, any 
power to BUHpund or vary any of it.i pro- 
visions with respect to British Columbia 
or ^laiiitoba. Parliament alone can do 
that, but Parliament cannot do it before 
asaombling. Tlio question of the lionr, 
therefore, is — What shall bo done nieim- 
■whilo, in order to utay the outflow of tlio 
tide of death accidentally lot loose upon 
the Indian population? Many will cling 
to the hope that a way of escape will bo 
found by the Courta, and we would l)o 
glad to share that hope. The apiieal 
t&ken in theLangley ease, tried tho other 
day under the new law, will in all pro- 
bability test the point. Wo suspect that 
this was at least one of the grounds of 
appeal, and the isaae will be looked for 
with no little interest. Meanwhile wo 
woald not advise anyone to embark in 
the Indian liquor trade, presuming on 
the insdequacy of the law to catch them. 
It is not difficult to understand how tho 
oversight occurred in making tho now 
y^'W. In Old Canada tho system of annul- 
tite has long been in operation, and the 
SXAcptional oondition of the Indians in 
the now Provinces has not been present 
to the draftei.- of those parts of the Bill 
gonorallv regarded as of a more forniiil 
charaoter. Tho representatives from tlioso 
rroviaoos should, however, one would 
, think, have detected tho inapplicability 
of the definition clause to their rcd-skin- 
nod oonatitubuts, and they ought to have 
bnd B»p«oiflo de6niUoj» josojrted lor the 



purpoHo of mooting tho case. The ques-- 
tion. Who is to blame ? is, however, very 
subordinate to the one— What is to be 
done?

Our correspondent, writing on July 
Dili, says:— "On Tuesday, August itli, 
our new <T. P., William Chad wick, un- 
sheathed the sword of Justico for the 
first time, but was uiiabio to flesh it, 
as tho case was dismissed. It was a 
pcfuliar case, in which a jierson for 
doing a good deed was severely pun- 
ished. Tho facts are these: The wife 
of a man near hero was dangerously 
ill in child-bod ; an old Indian ^ledi- 
cine man was called in and safely dv- 
livorcd her. llc tlion went and re])nrt- 
ed to his tillicuins what he had done; 
he was tried by four chiefs and sen- 
tenced to forty lashes, with the privi- 
lege of choosing who of the four should 
wlii() him; one of the chiefs lieiiig 
ludf-brotlier to tho victim, ho chose 
him to do the wliipiiing, and althoii^di 
he may liavo slighted, scvfr(^ marks 
were left on the virtim's back. F&r 
this deed the four chiefs were brcjught 
l)efore the Court, by the husband of 
the woma'.i who received the kindiioss. 
It trans[)ired in the evidence that some 
time back a law was passed among the 
Indians, throu^di tho influence of the 
Catholic priest, that Indian doctors 
sIkjuUI not practice their arts of me- 
dicine under penalty of being whipped. 
The old Mediciuc-man, thinking he 
had liroken this law, reported , and took 
forty lashes for saving a woman's life. 
Can civilization beat this? This is the 
third case of the kind within a month. 
Intheother two cases the culprits elect- 
ed to i^ay tl.io native priest ilG aiul 85 
respectively rather than take a whipp- 
ing. This wliii)i)ing is a jjoiiit for our 
Indian Commissioner to settle, and his 
presence here might do soni(> good. 
The weather^is very changeable, cold, 
heat, wind, rain almost daily. It is n 
clouass case with the harvest, if there 
is not soon a change for the better. 
J']vorything quiet in politics. I hope it 
does not presage a storm.— Main land 
Guardian." 



Australia and New Zealand. 

"WELi.rNuTciN', April 13. 
A telegram has been received from 
the xVgent-Oeneral, dated Api'il 2nd, 
announcing as despatched for the col- 
ony during March, tho following ves- 
sels with iininigrants: — The Bucking- 
ham, Hindostan, Caroline, and Cails- 
ruhe, for Otago, with 1.500 souls; tho 
Norlhanipton, City of Dunediii, and 
Stonohouse, for Lytlelton, with 1320 
souls; the Peeress (name of tho place 
not docypherable, but supposed to be 
Tmiaru), with 280 souls; the Wisharf 
and Queen of Nations, for Aucklaiul 
with bliO souls, and tho Halcioiic, (ov 
Napier, with 21iU souls. The jilant 
shipped in these vessels includes 2820 
tons rails and fastenings, 17 carriages, 
forbrakes,four horse boxes.two trucks, 
ono steam crane, 25 sets oi waggon 
irons, two engines, and 150 tarpau- 
lins. 

-Vt Hobart Town the other day a 
young lady wasj violently thrown to 
the ground by a coach accident, bid 
escaped (says the Mercury) in a most 
miraculous manner. It appears that 
she landed on her head, and tlie pads 
in her hair broke the full. Her com- 
panion, another lady, was killed, and 
wo are led to infer either that she was 
not fortunate enough to fall on her 
head or did not wear a sufficient! j' large 
chignon. 

A remarkable instance of youthful 
heroism occurred lately in Auckland. 
Some lads were bathing in the sea, at 
Wynyard Pier, and one of their num- 
ber named George Brown, aged six 
years, who could not swim, took a dive, 
Init did not rise to the surface. The 
otlier boys saw bubliles rising from 
the bottom, and a noble little fellow 
named Iteuben Connolly, whoso age is 
only seven years, at once dived after 
him, and rescuing his play-mato, 
brought him ashore on his back, where, 
after a little treatment by his youthful 
playfellows, tho buy* revived from the 
ell'ects of his immersion. 

The Customs duties received at 
Dunedin, for the quarter ending iJlst 
.March, amounted to £91,9G1. For the 
corrcs])nuding' period of 1873 the 
aiiiount was .i'()(),557.

MH. D0COSMO3 DECMNI'.H TO COMR. 

Mr. Mason, acting SociiiUry, road tho 
following dispatch from Mr. DuGusinoa, 
M. P.. refusing to come before the Com- 
mission, but asking to havo interrogator- 
ies submitted: 

Halifax, N.S., Aug. 1. 

To Hon. Joun Ash:— Tell Royal Oom- 
mission if they want my evidence to send 
their interrogatories to Ottawa at onoo, 
as 1 do notoxpoct to roturn till nuxtyoar. 
Send answer here. A. DkCJosmoh. 

A telegram of similar |iuri)ort from tho 
same gentleman to Mr. i'ooloy, and the 
following letter from Jlr, Itobson in an- 
swer to a eomuiiinication from tho Com- 
mission iiskiiiL,' liiiu to assist in pr.^iiiirintr 
the neooasiiry mtorroijatories, werorcud: 
ViOTOBiA, Aug. 19, 18(51. 

Sir: — I havo the honor to acknowledge 
the receipt of your letter of thi! LSth iiist. 
ttcciuaintnig mo that tho lloyiil Commis- 
sioners propose .sending interrogatories 
to Mr. l)oCosmos, at Ottawa; and that 
they will sit to-morrow for tho purijoso of 
giving mo an opportunity of suggesting 
the form the interrogatories should take. 

In reply I have to say, with every res- 
poet to ttio lloyal Commissioners, that I 
entirely disapprove of such a mode of ex- 
amining till! chief witness in tho case. 

I need not point out to tha Honorable 
the CJommissionora, the utter futility of 
adopting such a course in this instance; 
for they freely admitted it upon the oc- 
casion of tho last sitting. 

I am tho more disinclined to proceed 
in this way with the jn-osont witness from 
a conviction that ho is jjurposoly ab- 
senting himself.

Judge Crease said that tho Royal Com- 
mission jWere unable to administer an 
oath outside of tho Province; and tho en- 
quiry was reopened to-day to hear any 
suggestion or evidence that might be of- 
fered and to iirepare a series of interroga- 
tories to be submitted to Mr. DeCosmos. 
In tho abs;.n!.'e of primary eviilonco secon- 
dary ovidenco was the bes*. that could bo 
obtained, and the Commission hojiod that 
Mr. Robaou would kindly assist the Com- 
mission in tho preparation of the interro- 
gatories. 

Mr. Robson rominded the Commission 
that J\idgo Crease hail suggested interro- 
gatories liiul bettor bo sent to IMr. Ds- 
Coamos, anil that tho Chief Ju.stico had 
strongly deprecated such action. It would 
bo a fatal mistake to udojjt tho course of 
taking Mr. DeCosmos' evidence by such 
means. He (Mr. Bobson) vas impressed 
with the idea that Mr. DeCosmos was 
keejiing out of tho way purposely. As- 
suming the correctnosa of that impression 
tho Coujmission . by submitting interro- 
gatories, would bo playing into his hands 
to defeat the obje.-t of the Cominiaaion. 
The inutility of tho course of sending 
interrogatories over there to be answered 
without tho crucial test of an oath, must ap- 
pear rcost clearly to their Lordships; and 
after tho strong expression of tho Chief 
Justice ho hoped a difleront course would 
have I)oe;) lulopted. 

Judge tiray suid that tho (!on>missiou 
must repc-rt to the House, and within a rea- 
Bpinable time. Evidenoa not taken under 
bath was, of course, unsati jfactory ; but 
thera was no doubt tho Houso could is- 
suo a su))plemontary Commission and 
take further evideiK.'o. 

Mr. llohson — Then why not report to 
tho House all the evidence taken undur 
oath and report tho absence of the prinei- 
{),ar witness? 

Judge Gray said that when the Chiof 
Justice left it was aupposed Mr. DoCos- 
nioa would be here'. We now know he 
will not come. The Commission must 
do tho best they could; and although Mr. 
DeCosmos' eviilouco was of the utmost 
importance they could not make him 
come. If he staid away, did he not, as a 
public man, place himself in a most un- 
enviable position V The (!ommission was 
to report not only it-i concl usiims but the 
ovidenco tulien, and if .Mr. DeCosmo'f diil 
not give true testinujny hi! must sulTer 
tho consoquoncos. The (jucstion iva.i, 
ought we to keep this Commission open ? 
They would wait until the return of the 
Chief Justice and then if the principal 
man would not come they would Ixavo to 
report before the Chief Justice started 
for Kughuid. 

I\Ir. Uobson thought all tho ovidenco 
taken should bo reported and tho Com- 
mission kopt alivo until Mr. DoCosmos 
made his appearance. 

Judge Gray- We are not limited to time, 
but tho Legislature expects us to malco 
some report. 

Mr. Itobson — Yos; but not if tho prin- 
cipal witness absents himself. 

Judge Gray— Tho responsibility then 
would rest on tho man who refused to 
oome forward.^ Mr. DeCosmos says, send 
the interrogatories. If tho Commission 
did not do so, would he not say, I offered 
my ovidenco and you wouldn't take it 7 
If that ovidonco proves false tho damage 
would lie with him. 

Mr. Robson — 'The object of tho Com- 
mission is not to damage DeCosmos, but 
to got at tho truth. The Commission 
had failed to get the truth out of the two 
principal witnos.ses. Now, if DoCosmos 
were here for examination a cluo might 
bo got and the wholo schomo opened up. 
As for tho interrogatories they are not 
worth thati (Sanp|)ing his liii;;er. ) 

Judge Grease — What aro wo to do 7 It 
is poBsiblo that Mr. DoCosmos may never 
oome back here. I havo hoard it so stat- 
ed. 

Mr. llohson believed lliat if tho infer- 
rogatoriea wore soul to Mr. DeCoanioa, 
and the OommiBsion closed he would 
,.^]^ .,Mk Tory noon thereftft^r. Thoit 



liordshipi wonld romombor that tho ro- 
solution calling for the Commission was 
passed February the 20th; that on the lOtli 
of March DeCosmos left; on the 13th of 
Marnh the Commission 'issued, and on 
tiio2Sthof March tho (Jommission sat. 
Tho theory was that DeCosmos was in 
collusion with aomo one else so that tho 
Commission should not issiu) until after 
ho loft tho Provinco. 

Judge Gray — That would bo very good 
for u speech in the House — I have done 
it myself, often; but it is scarcely admisa- 
blo lioro. 

Mr. Robson— Well, I may makeitthoro 
too; but I cannot consent to play into 
tho hands of this gentleman by permit- 
ting him to ovade giving his evidence by 
this course. 

Judgo Gray said tho Crown unforlu- 
natuly could not compel Mr. DoCosmoa' 
attendance; and they must do tho best 
they could under tho oircumstances. 

Mr. Robson — I contend that this is nob 
only not tho boat evidence, but that it is 
perfectly useless. • 

Judgo Gray said tho report would bo 
kopt open till tho last moment. 
■Mr. Robaon-If DeCosmos wore told that 
tho Crown could not report without his 
evidence under oath he would probably 
oome. If their Lordships would say that 
tho interrogatories would bo unsatisfac- 
tory ho wouhl be placed in an awkward 
position if ho refused to conu>. 

Judgo Gray — We don't hesitate to say 
that this course is most unsatisfactory; 
but how are wo to get hold of him ? If 
wo could, we wouldn't let him off in a hur- 
ry. 

Judge Creaao Paid it was always advis- 
able to havo a witness under cross-ex- 
a-Qiination, and especially this one. 

Mr. Robson eulogi/.ed tlu! jjatience and 
care of tlie Commission, but earnestly 
hoped that some plan could l)e devised 
to promote the object of the enquiry. 

Judgo Gray said that it tho evideme 
was unsatisfactory or evasive tho C!iiin- 
mission could rejiort to the Houso, and 
as a [lublic man tho witness would ho ir- 
retrievably ruined. 

Judgo Crease — See what a moral wliip 
would be put into his opponents' hands. 

Mr, Robson— Bnt the other whip would 
bring him into thot box. 

Mr. Robson finally consented to assist 
in the preparation of the interrogatories, 
under protest. 

Judge Gray — Wo can't get him hero to 
pumji him; but we shall bo th uikfnl to 
you, Mr. Roljson, for a continuauco of 
that valuable assistance you have hitherto 
given tho Commission. 

Mr. Robson said thero was a witness 
who would corroborate Capt. Dovcreaux's 
evidence with rosi)oct to what Moody 
told him was his object in taking the Min- 
isters to Texada.

Fraud. — New York, Aug. 6.— The Sun 
says: Wall street was patroled yesturday 
by a larger number of detei;tives than 
were ever seen before thero at one time, 
except just after the Gray forgeries, which 
coat tho street 850,000. liiijuiries at the 
Police Central ollico developed the fact 
that the patrol had been ordered by the 
Commissioners. A few days ago John B. 
Morris and Jolin T. Denny, the former 
on behalf of tho Stock Eichange, and tho 
latter in tho name uf tho bankers and 
merchants generally, called on President 
Matsel[ and requested him to take aiidi- 
tionat precautjons for tho protection of 
the money interests. They said tliat in 
the existing stagnation of trade vast num- 
bers of men were out of omploymout and 
ready for almost any deed of desiioratinu. 
The Board of Commissioners unanimous- 
ly resolved that a corjis of doteotivea 
Bhould bo sent to patrol Wall street and 
other districts where banks aro situated, 
with orders to arrest all suspicious per- 
sons on sight, 



The Inquest on Lord Gordon.— Fort 
Garry, Manitoba, Aug. 5. — An inquest 
was hold on Lord Gordon's remains yes- 
terday. No money or securities -wore 
found on his person. Peiitland, who 
boarded with him, professes to know no- 
thing of his property, Ciordon had at 
least ir-tO,000 in notes and a large quanti- 
ty of jewelry when he c.-uno hero two 
years ago. Chief Justice Wood attended 
tho iiKjuest, and severely reprimanded 
the detective, who, it turns out, was act- 
ing in behalf of trordon's bailsmen in 
New York, and also reprimanded tho po- 
licemen who went to assist the detective, 
antl also the lawyer hero by whoso advice 
they acted.

Notv Zealand. 

Diptlioria is very prevalent in somo 
of the southern pr(jvinces, and many 
deaths amongst childreu have occur- 
red. 

The Auckland H.arbor Board arc tak- 
ing a.^tivo stops for carrying out ex- 
tensive harbor improvements. Within 
tho last two years, about XliO,000 liavo 
been spentupon this work, and thev 
now intend to spend a further sum of 
£150,000 (about $700,000) upon these 
works. 

Arrangements are rojrorted to be 
nearly completed for the erection of an 
extensive woolen manufactory in the 
immediate vicinity of the city. 

The total number of acres under 
crops of various kinds was 1,503,352, 
being an increase of 20G,451 acres 
upon the returns for 18715. 

An effort is about to be made by tlio 
New Zealand Parliament to secure the 
monopoly of the Pacific Island trade, 
the geographical ]'osition of the north- 
ern part of this Colony admirably 
adapting it for that purpose. 

The Dauntless has just arrived in 
port from Noames, No\7 Caledonia, 
She brings iutelligeuco of a very 
troubled state of tilings there.

Eflbrts ara now being made by the 
New Zealand Government to estaldisli 
a customs reciprocitv betwoGii this and 
the various Australiaji Cohinies. Tas- 
mania is the only one which has yet 
agreed to the terms proposed. 

Some wonderful gold discoveries 
aro being mado in the mines in the 
Thames gold fields, about f(U-ty miles 
from this city. The Icasi; of the ])ro- 
porty owned by the iManlikau Com- 
pany, which is divided into 0,000 shares 
was lately ofl'ered for 45 without find- 
ing a purchaser, Work was continued 
and the shares are now selling for .£12 
each, thus making the value of the 
property £72,000, or $300,000.
